DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 5-8, 10-21 and 31-36 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claim 31 recites the unique feature of 
a substantially rigid planar member attached to the voice coil and disposed between the 
voice coil and the first surface. The closest prior art (Hynd, WO 02/074006) discloses 
that the member attached to the voice coil is that of a cone. Although Hynd does teach 
a separate planar member (14), it is not attached to the voice coil, and is not between 
the voice coil and a first surface of the coupler (13).
